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The computer image file printout is deemed to be objectionable because it promotes and 
supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication is a printout of an image file showing a semi-naked girl who appears to be in her 
mid-teens, sitting in a tub chair and playing with a soft toy. She wears only a short skirt, pushed 
up to show her bare thighs and buttocks, and her sexually provocative pose exposes her breast. 
Images such as this perpetuate the belief that underage girls are available for sexual use and 
suitable partners for sexual activity with adults. The publication encourages the creation or 
reinforcement of a sexual interest in young people and contributes to their sexual exploitation. 

The classification of the publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is an outcome that is consistent with 
Parliament's intention and is a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The 
classification reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its young and 
vulnerable members from sexual exploitation.
